“I was asked,” Canon Chase said, 
“on what authority I had made the 
statement that Firpo had lived with 
Miss Picart as man and wife. I replied 
I had learned that they had occupied 
the same room and bed from July 25, 
1923, to Oct. 13, 1923.”

New York, Sept. 15.—[{Special.]— 
For numerous reasons action of ‘the 
money rates was the most interesting 
movement on any market today. A 
year ago this week the government's 
financial operation sent call money to 
5@6 per cent, two years ago it moved 
up time loan rates one-quarter of 1 per 
cent. 

So far was today’s money ma.ket from 
showing any such result that not only 
did call money stay at 2 per cent on 
the stock exchange and as low as 1% 
outside of it, but both secured time loans 
and merchants’ paper declined \% per 


eent, the commercial rate thus return-/ 


ing to the lowest midsummer rate of 3 
per cent. 

Easier money bad no effect on the 
stock exchange, where prices again 
hardly stirred, with total transactions 
even less than last Friday's iow aggre- 
gate. In a few stocks advances or de- 
clines of a point or so occurred, but 
even these were made on an utterly 
‘trifling business, and the movement of 
prices on the average was fractionally 
downwaro. . 

The bond market, on-the contrary, was 
fairly active; prices in most caSés moved 
slightly upwurd, United States govern- 
ment bonds sharing moderate:y in that 
movement. This was a logical response 
to the course of money. rates. Last 
week's recovery in European exchange 
was not continued. Sterling declined a 
full cent, and both French and Italian 
rates gave way slightly.
